Rector, stunned by being thrown 
against a barge, recalled Sergeant Gib- 
bons and Patrolman McGlynn had been 
in the motor :room. - He - remembered 
Gibbons had dived into the water with 
his clothing blazing. Rector. dived after 
him’ and was supporting him when he 
saw McGlynn jump into the water. Hé 
seized him also and was treading water 
with them-when the two men were seized 
with cramps.

Police Change Views That Prisoner 
Actually Fired Shots—-New Wit- 
ness Under Arrest. 


Fearing a possible — because 
of the feeling which was caused by the 
brutal killing: of an inspector and a 
motorman in the hold-up of a one-man 
trolley car in Mount Vernon on July 20, 
a score of policemen were.on guard at 
Police Headquarters in. Mount Vernon 
yesterday when John (Dopey) Marino, 
chargéd with being one of the mur- 
derers, was taken there from Manhat- 


tan. 


Marino, who was captured in the 
Bronx on Thursday afternoon, was.con- 
veyed to Mount Vernon in an automo- 
bile with John Barillo, arrested eAdrly 
yesterday as a terial witness. As the 
automobile containing the prisoners and 
four’ detectives pulled up, at the main 
entrance of the building in Mount Ver- 
non a crowd of over a thousand whic. 
had. assembled drew closer. Mutterings 
about violence were heard.. The police 
formed. a; hollow square and kept back 
the crowd while the prisoners were led 
inside. 

A formal charge ‘of homicide was 
lodged against Marino, who was almost 
in a state of collapse after a long ques- 
tioning the night before at Manhattan’ 
headquarters. Late in the afternoon, it 
was said, he broke down in his cell and 
cried : 

Bee didn’t do it. I’m not-to blame. 
Why do they-call me Dopey? I don’t 
use dope.” , 

Search for a Drug Addict. 


The man. who did the actual shooting 
in the hold-up is believed. to have been 
a drug:addict who had used‘a hypoder- 
mic syringe. which. was found near the 
trolley car after the murder. Marino 
was. at first thought to have been the 
man ‘who fired the shots, but Deputy 
Sheriff Frank Chérico said that in in- 
terrogating him he *had received infor- 
mation that led him to believe that an- 
other man was the actual Slayer. This 
man was said to be an addict. 

This suspect, according to the Deputy 
Sheriff, bears a striking resemblance to 
Marino and is known as John Daly. He 
said that the resemblance might account 
for'the fact that passengers in the trol- 
ley car at the time of the hold-up had 
identified Marino. as the killer. from 
photographs. 

The name of Daly was obtained both, 
from arino and from his friend, 
Marion Mooney, Cherico declared. Miss 
Mooney was released Thursday morning 
under $1,000. bail.as a material witness. 
Cherico said that she supplied part of 
the information which led’ to Marino’s 
arrest. Cherico declared that he was 
also supplied. with the name of two 
others who took part in the hold-up. 
He’ said that the men were known to 
be here and that their arrest was ex- 
pected shortly. 

Marino and Borillo. will be held at 
Mount Vernon for at least two days be- 
fore being removed’ to the County Jail 
at White Plains.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14,-Pounded 
by the waves during.a storm in Foulke 
Fjord, the anchorage of the MacMillan 
Arctic expedition <at Etah, Greenland, 
the naval plane NA-2 was*so badly 
damaged that she is now. probably ‘‘out 
of the game,” according to a radio 
message forwarded to the National Geo- 
graphic Society’ by Arthur A. Collins, 
amateur operator at Cedar Rapids, Fowa. 
Despite the severity of the storm 
through which the planés passed “while 
at their Etah anchorage, the message 
added, the other two planes—NA-1 and 
NA-3—were to make an attempt today 
to establish an intermediate base at the 
head -of Flagler Bay. 


_ The heavy winds of yesterday’ have 


died down, MacMillan stated in ‘his 
message to the Geographic Society, and 
better weather prevails today.- The avi- 
ators, while handicapped by weather 
conditions, have been aided by the mid- 
night sun, making fights ble at any 


time that. wind and weather. conditions 
were favorable, 


Eberle Sees Schedule Maintained. 


Admiral\ Eberle, Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions and Acting Secretary of the Navy, 
stated that ‘so far the naval aviators 
have been operating on schedule .time 
despite weather handicaps. 

“MacMillan told -me “before he left 
Washington,’’ said the Admiral, “‘that 
the aviation reconnoissance work would 
have to be done between Aug. 15 and 
about Sept. 3, and for that reason the 
planes must Be at Etah not later than 
Aug. 1. The expedition and its planes 
were at Etah on time and were expedi- 
tiously_ unloaded. 

“Three unfavorable elements have been 
encountered. rst, it is. ortunate 
that no land base could be’ established 
for the planes on the shore at Etah, and 
the planes have .thus been forced to 
anchor in the bay. Second, the exten- 
sive fog and, cloud banks encountered 
dver Ellesmere Land have made it dif- 
ficult to locate the intermediate bases. 
Third, mountains higher than were 
known to exist in the interior of Elles 
mere Land, some of them more than 
7,300 feet high, will force the planes, 
which must carry considerable loads in 
progressively moving their fuel and sup- 
plies forward to the advance air base, 
to fly.at higher altitude than was an- 
ticipated.’’ 

The dispatches from the expedition 
have all emphasized the fog ‘enveloping 
Ellesmere Land to the right of ‘the line 
of flight toward Cape Thomas. Hubbard,

-From the rival instances of two re- 
spectable citizens. who. have managed 
to attain their ninetieth birthday, one 
by smoking and drinking as he 
Pleased, the othér- by ‘abstaining 
from tobacco and liquor, people have 
hastened to derive the lesson that in 
order to live long one should live as 
he pléasés. This pleasant conclusion. 
is sound—with one proviso. Arid that. 
is_to bégin by choosiig.oné’s ances- 
tors wisely. Whatever may be true 
about tertairn diseases, or vices, or 
genius, it is established that long 
years aré hereditary. With the. right 
kind of grandparents a person may 
have his own way about strong drink, 
black cigars, fairly late. hours, meat 
diet or vegetable and ctirdled milk diet, 
live under a republican form of gov- 
ernmént or an absolute. monarchy, 
marry young of marry late, live on a 
farm or in an apartment, and—an im- 
portant quéstion—take frequent va- 
cations or none at all.

The Presi- 
dent of the United States, at the invita- 
tion of the Allies, incliiding Armenia, 
atid of Turkey, defined the southwestern 
boundaries of Armenia, ana President 
Harding later formally endérsed this ac- 
tion of President Wilsén. The acts and 
utterances of our officiaits have been 
unmistakably approved by our peopled. 
Twenty-five thotisarnd. ministers | and 
priests, one hundred Bishops, Cardinal 
Hayes, forty-five Governors. of. -the 
Statés of. the Union and 250 college and 
university. Presidents have commended 
and éndorsed_ them. 

( What is it, then, that American-friends 
of Armenia now ask of their Govern- 
ment? Théy ask that the Govérnment 
of the United States make- thé recog- 
nition of the lndependenos and unity of 
Armenia, ae defined by President Wil- 
éon, a condition precedent to a resuimp- 
tion of relations with both Turkey and 
Russia, They merely, ask that our Gov-

Upon the return of Sénator King from
